profiles that make up the plurality of pre-existing signature profiles'" on page 26, 1st paragraph of the remarks filed 1/17/07. Zigmond 
teaches viewer responses to content are compiled and periodically reported to the collection location 61 . Viewer responses inlcude 
actions such as channel changes, requests for additional information, feedback provided by the viewer in response to content displayed.
